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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 1 , line 
14 the copending U.S. Provisional Application Number is missing. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1,4-18, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mills (5,886,422). 

Mills discloses a universal electrical power controller in Figs. 1 and 3. A power 
converter 100, AC input 104 b, c and d, DC input signal 104 a and c, circuitry for 
converting AC to DC 1 10, programming circuitry 116, coupler 130 and programmable 
memory 122. See col. 4, line 57 to col. 5, line 67. 

4. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Krall 
(5,621,299). 

Krall discloses a rechargeable battery power supply with load voltage sensing 
selectable output voltage and a wrist rest in Figs. 1 and 7. A power converter 17, AC 
input 29, DC input signal 27, circuitry for converting AC to DC 63, programming circuitry 
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33, over voltage protection threshold 75, variable resistance element 73, coupler 91 and 
programmable memory 91 (Fig. 7). See col. 3, line 57 to col. 5, line 26. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yilmaz et al. disclose a method and apparatus for providing AC 
or DC power for battery-powered tools. McDonald et al. disclose dual input AC/DC to 
programmable DC output converter. Doss et al. dual input AC/DC battery operated 
power supply. MacDonald et al. disclose a dual input AC and DC power supply having 
a programmable DC output utilizing a secondary buck converter. MacDonald et al. 
disclose a dual input AC and DC power supply having a programmable DC output 
utilizing single-loop optical feedback.
